THE CARE OF THE TREK. 


THE crowning glory of a well-kept 


city is ib trees. A street may be bor- 
dercd with handsome residences surround- 
ed by grass and flowers; it may be paved 
and p.irked, but if its shade trees are lack- 
ing either in numbers or in quality there 
is .something wanting in the picture, and 
that something is essential to its complete- 
ness. 


Forty years ago the founders of Colo- 


rado Springs recognized the peculiar im- 
portance of this fact. 
The townsite was 


barren except for an occasional cotton- 
wood along the banks of the creek. Nor 
was iree planting the comparatively in- 
expensive procedure that it is today, for 
saplings had to be brought from the East 
and the freight charges were heavy. The 
late John Potter, who was a member of 
the townsite company, contributed an ar- 
ticle to The Gazette a few years ago in 
which he told of the company's difficul- 
ties in getting Shade on the barren prairie. 
It was one problem to get the trees here, 
and another Jo keep them alive after they 
were planted, for the irrigation system of 
that day was not what it is now. Neverthe- 
less the company soon found that lots 
bordered by a row of sickly cottonwood 
saplings could be sold at a price from 50 
to loo per cent higher than treeless lots, - 
even though the shade was a prospect yet 
to be realized. 


The abundant shade in Colorado Springs 


today is the result of the forethought of 
the founders of the Fountain Colony. But 
it happens that nearly all of our trees are 
cottonwoods and the cottonwood is a short- 
lived variety. At 25 or 30 years it has 
reached its prime, and at 40 it is an old 
tree with slender chances of surviving for 
another decade. Every spring for several 
years past some of the biggest and best 
cottonwoods in Colorado Springs have 
been sacrificed, and the number ready for 
the ax is constantly getting larger. 
ln- 


^deed, the shade trees are dying so rapidly 
that it will not be many years until there 
is *a pronounced difference in the appear- 
ance of the streets. 
Meanwhile, "what is 


being done to replace them? 


OiNH of the interesting ma tiers that 


be conducted by tlie picsent session ot 
Congress is the proposal to change the date 
of the inauguration of the President fiom 
March 4 i o a later dale, preferably some 
time in May 
To make this crun^e it 


Hould be necessary to amend the constitu- 
tion. 
A. resolution to submit the amend- 


ment to the Mates for ratification has al- 
ready passed the Senate, and last spring it 
wa;» lost in the House by only one vote. 
Under these conditions it is probable that 
the resolution will be passed, and* if this 
action is taken at the present session it 
would be possible to ratify the amendment 
in time tor it to become effective at the 
next inauguration. 


There are <\vo principal contentions in 


favor of changing the date of the inaugura- 
tion. The clinute of Washington is usually 
at its worst in March, and everybody who 
has had experience with it knows that the 
worst of the Washington climate is pretty 
bad. 
Occasionally a President is inducted 


into office on a fair day but this is the ex- 
ception; the rule is quite the reverse. 
It 


is regrettable that the most notable fes- 
tivity in the American political calendar 
should be so generally marred by inclement 
\\eather, especially ;<> the ceremonies are 
held mostly in the open air. Last year the 
weather was so bad that the program had 
to be abandoned and President Taft took 
the oath of office inside the Capitol. But 
after all the worst aspect Is not the spoil- 
ing of the pageant or the discomfort of 
the spectators, but the list of 
victims 


claimed by pneumonia, induced by ex- 
posure at the inauguration ceremonies. 


The other principal argument in favor 


of the change is that it would lengthen the 
short session of Congress, which, under 
the Constitution is limited to the three 
1 months between December 4 and March 4. 
After deducting a liberal holiday intermis- 
sion there is scant time for the considera- 
tion of public business, especially since the 
regular appropriation bills always take up 
at least six weeks. 
It is the custom of 


legislative bodies, and Congress is no ex- 
ception, to put off important business un- 
til the last few days and then finish it by 
holding night sessions and making a gen- 
eral rush. Perhaps 1his custom would still 
be adhered to even if the session were two 
months longer, so the benefits to be gained 
m this direction by a change are somewhat 
doubtful. But the other aspect of the mat- 
ter
